DOINGS IN CONGRESS 


Short Session« Marked Reop ening Day 


in Both Houses. 
Washington, Jan. 5.—With practical­ 
ly no opposition, the senate passed the 
house bill appropriating $8 00,000 to aid 
the Italian earthquak e sufferers. 
Sen­ 
ator Bailey of Texas declared that 
such appropriations were unconstitu­ 
tional, but did nothing to delay con­ 
gressional action. 
The sum of $400,000 was appropri­ 
ated by a senate bill for the purchase 
or construction of a building in Paris 
as the home of the American ambassa­ 
dor. 
The bill will at once go to the 
house for its consideration. 
Jan. 14 was designated for consid­ 
eration of the omnibus claims bill, 
which carries an appropriation of $2,- 
300,000. 
After hav ing been m session a little 
ov er an hour the house of representa­ 
tiv es adjourned out of respect to the 
memory of Representativ e Dav ey of 
Louisiana, who did during the recess. 
Numerous messages from the presi­ 
dent on v arious subjects were read. 
The most important were a message 
recommending 
aid 
for 
the 
Italian 
earthquak e sufferers, and a message 
responding to a resolution ask ing for 
information as to what the president 
meant in his annual message regard­ 
ing the secret serv ice. The relief ask ­ 
ed for the strick en Italian people was 
quick ly and unanimously giv en, the 
sum of $8 00,000 being appropriated, 
while the secret serv ice message was 
referred to the special committee hav ­ 
ing to do with the matter, after Mr. 
Griggs of Georgia had mov ed to hav e 
it returned to the president, which mo­ 
tion he later withdrew.

Curiosities of the Life and Work of the 
Busy Insects. 
Ho w do th the little busy bee swarm 
into a new colony? 
Swarming usual­ 
ly is due to the hiv e becoming too 
sma ll for the population. 
A 
new' 
queen is selected and goes forth to 
fo und a new hiv e with the surplus In­ 
habitants. 
Before the exodus special 
searchers are sent out to hunt ev ery­ 
where in the neighborhood for some 
o ld chimney, 
some 
crack 
between 
blinds or a hollow trunk where the 
new hiv e may be formed. 
In case no 
suitable spot Is found the bees swarm 
o n the branch of a tree and mov e from 
branch to branch, the number grow­ 
ing smaller and smaller to the v anish­ 
ing point. 
Each emigrant is prov ided 
with a good store of honey from the 
larder of the old home. 
If one swarming has not sufficiently 
reliev ed the hiv e a second one may 
tak e place. 
If another is to be form­ 
ed the young queens that are still in 
their cells are not k illed. 
The young 
newly born mother utters a peculiar 
chant, “Tih, tlh, tih.” 
The queens 
still shut up in their cells reply, "Ko- 
nah, k onah, k onah.” 
If these sounds 
are heard a fresh swarm is about to 
quit the crowded hiv e. 
Bees are distinctly associativ e, ac­ 
cording to Professor Gaston Bonnier. 
The isolated bee is without indiv id­ 
uality. 
Only the colony as a whole 
possesses 
indiv iduality. 
The 
hiv es 
themselv es differ from one another. 
In a bad season it may happen that 
all the bees of an apiary are, with one 
exception, inactiv e. 
At this one hiv e 
you will see the work ers flying in and 
out. 
They hav e discov ered, perhaps 
two or three miles away, a field of 
blooming colza which the searchers of 
the other hiv es hav e ov erlook ed. 
During the height of the season some 
bees are said to mistak e another hire 
for their own, and all are well receiv ­ 
ed by the hiv e into which they hav e 
strayed. 
The queen of a colony may 
be changed sev eral times with appar­ 
ently no difference in the creating, 
work ing and planning of the wmrk ers. 
—Chicago News.

Flowers with hanging heads are v ery 
pretty, and the way to get a perfect 
outline Is to place a piece of carbon 
paper, black side on, the manila pa­ 
per. 
Lay on this the pattern you 
wish and pin firmly in place. 
Out­ 
line with a v ery sharp lead pencil. 
This leav es a perfect outline on the 
manila paper. 
It Is best to coat the 
cut out paper with paraffin, w’hich can 
be done by sprink ling small pieces of 
shav ed paraffin ov er the pattern aDd 
running a hot iron ov er it. 
But a better way would be to get 
a soft brush, dip into the melted wax 
and paint both sides of the pattern. 
This coating sav es the sides of the 
pattern by prev enting the moisture 
from ruining the edges of the open­ 
work . 
Cut out the pattern with 
a 
v ery sharp k nife on the manila paper, 
and if you mak e a wrong mov e there 
is nothing to do but mak e a new pat­ 
tern. 
The brush must nev er be wet 
when applied to the material cr the 
moisture and color will extend beyond 
the outlines and ruin the effect.

BUCKET PUMP SYSTEM. 


New Method of Comp ressing Air For 
Mining Work. 
This new method of compressing air, 
k nowm as the buck et pump system, Is 
creating much Interest among mine op­ 
erators. The principle of the system Is 
found In the work ing of an ordinary 
buck et pump. These pumps consist of 
two cogw'heels ov er which an endless 
chain Is drawn holding buck ets at in­ 
terv als. If the buck et pump is sunk al­ 
most completely 
under water each 
buck et carries a quantity of air, de­ 
pending upon its size, down with it to 
the lower cogwheel and in turning 
ejects this air, which is caught and 
impounded as it rises toward the sur­ 
face. At this low'er point the air Is un­ 
der pressure, dependent simply upon 
the depth below the surface of the 
water to which it is carried.

of the Wa y Ea rly . 
Indianapolis, Jan. 7.—It is b elieved j 
that a majority of the memb ers ol 
the legislature will agree with Gover 
nor-elect Marshall on the advisab ility 
of holding the senatorship caucus ear 
ly nex t week. 
Speaker Honan said 
that he b elieved the caucus ought tc 
b e held early, so that the memb ers car 
get down to the b ig mass of b usiness 
that is to b e considered. He said that 
the caucus nomination should b e made 
at least four or five days b efore the 
legislature holds a joint session tc 
take the final vote. 
If all of the can 
didates 
hold 
their 
forces 
together 
there is a possib ility of the memb ers 
b eing unab le to reach an agreement 
at one meeting. 
The possib ility of a 
long-drawn-out 
contest 
has 
added 
weight to Mr. Marshall’s suggestion 
that the caucus b e held early. 
It is 
very likely now that the caucus will b e 
held not later than nex t Thursday, 
night. 
The pace b ecame hotter than 
ever today among the candidates and 
their followers, b ut apparently there 
was no change in the situation. 
Kern 
took personal charge of his interests. 
He prob ab ly knows more of the mem 
b ers and the party workers here with 
them than any other candidate. 
He 
lost no time pushing his own claims, i 
and his followers are insisting that he 
Is in position to win very early in the 
fight. 
J. Oscar Henderson, his first 
lieutenant, said that Kern will have to 
ex ceed thirty votes on the first b allot, 
giving the other candidates their own 
districts. 
“ Kern undoub tedly will 
win,” said Henderson. 
“We are get­ 
ting encouraging reports all the time. 
I don’t see now how they can defeat 
him.” 
It was admitted, however, b y 
Henderson and other Kern men that 
it is not likely that he can win as long 
as the other candidates hold their; 
forces intact. 
They do not b elieve 
that any of his opponents can hold 
their forces long. Kern’s followers are 
confident that at least two candidates ' 
will drop out of the running after they! 
receive a complimentary vote. 
It was 
reported today that National Commit­ 
teeman Taggart, who has not b een 
here much since the memb ers arrived,] 
has determined to do everything possi-j 
b le for Kern and that he is arranging 
to get into the fight for him with all of 
his old-time energy.

THE FAMILY BIBLE. 


A Mac hine W h i c h Is in Operation in 
London, E n g l a n d . 
Twenty live thousand loaves of bread 
a da y ! 
Such is the record output of 
a pon­ 
derous, electrically 
worked 
machine 
weig hing nearly 
200 tons, shown in 
operation in London ot the opening oi 
the bakers' and confectioners’ ex hibl 
tion at the Ag ricultural Hall. 
Eig ht men, standing at the levers ol 
the machine, do the work which for 
merly employ ed twenty -five. 
Two parts of the apparatus are con­ 
sidered by ex perts to be unique—a me­ 
chanical kneader and tempering device, 
and an adjustable mokler, which adapts 
itself automatically to any sized loaf. 
So that no human hand should touch 
flour, doug h, or loaf, rolling , continu­ 
ous tracks and little wag ons running 
upon rails connect the various parts 
of this wonderful machine. 
The flour 
rises in an elevator to a sifting ma­ 
chine, which automatically rids it of 
impurities or foreig n matter. 
An au­ 
tomatic pathway bears it thence to the 
kneading machine, where the mix ing 
takes place. 
The doug h when made is tilted auto­ 
matically into a wag on, which runs 
down an incline into the “proving ” 
room, the doors erf which open autom at­ 
ically . After ly ing four hours here the 
doug h Is carried upon another line to 
a dividing machine, which, set to a 
certain g aug e, cuts the 
doug h 
into 
pieces. These pieces traversing an end­ 
less band, are seized upon by the mokl­ 
er, which shapes them into cottag e, 
eoburg or “tin” loaves. 
From this they drop upon an elec­ 
trically propelled rack and are swept 
into the 100-ton oven, which bakes I 
them to any desired condition in forty - 
two minutes.

The teeth of the fish vary more 
greatly than those of any other known 
creatu res. 
T heir teeth are not di­ 
vided into incisors, canines, and mo­ 
lars, as In anim als, bu t almou t every 
kind 
of 
fish has differently shaped 
teeth. 
Sharks for instance, have sev­ 
eral rows of teeth, all extrem ely sharp 
pointed. 
The front row 
stands 
u p 
erect, bu t those behind are more or 
less recu m bent. 
There is never 
any 
difficu lty In identifying a sharp tooth. 
Most fish have a great nu m ber of 
teeth. 
The dolphin, for instance, pos­ 
sesses 200, bu t there are others—like 
the stu rgeon—which have no teeth at 
all. 
Almost all fish—sharks especially 
—shed their teeth frequ ently, and grow 
new ones to replace them. 
Snakes’ teeth—the poison fau gs, tha t 
Is— have the sam e pecu liarity. 
There 
are alw ays fresh ones In reserve to 
take the place of those which get bro­ 
ken. 
A rattlesnake may have as many 
as 10 of these reserve teeth. Snakes’ 
fangs are very sharp, very elastic, and, 
contrary to common belief, never hol­ 
low, bu t provided with a groove, along 
which the poison flies.

accou nts for the fact tha t teeth are 
m ore Indestru ctible 
than any 
other 
part of the anim al fram e. 
W hat is m ore wonderfu l still la tha t 
the tooth Is the keynote of the fram e. 
An expert anatom ist needs only to be 
shown a tooth or tw o In order to re­ 
constru ct from them the anim al from 
whose Jaws they originally came—and 
this althou gh the anim al 
Itself 
has 
been dead 10,000,000 years, and 
Its 
kind extinct for alm ost as long. 
Not only do the teeth show w hat 
their owner looked 
like, 
w hether 
it 
was anim al, lizard, fish or bird—some 
extinct birds u sed to possess teeth— 
bu t a stu dy of a set of these u sefu l 
organs will show w hat the creatu re 
u sed to feed on, and. Incidentally, tell 
a g reat deal abou t Its life and habits. 
T eeth vary in form and 
nu m ber 
more than any other anim al organs. 
An elephant, for Instance, has u su ally 
only fou r teeth In u se besides 
his 
tu sks. 
B u t they are big enou gh to 
m ake u p In size w hat they lack In 
nu m ber. 
The teeth of 
the elephant 
tribe are so different from those of 
other anim als that when a fossil is du g

have the recorded w eight of n m ale 
bald eagle weighing nine and one-qu ar­ 
ter jvou nds and fem ale weighing twelve 
pou nds. 
A honied owl will weigh from fou r 
to five rou nds, and I have several times 
known one to c rrry off a large hou se 
cat. 
One was a very largo one, and 
the ow ner told me he cou ld hear the 
cat cry as he was 
being carried off. 
Now, any one who will weigh a large 
hou se cat will find It to weigh a t least 
ten ponds. 
I have seen a goshawk carry off a 
hen fu lly twice its own weight, and 1 
have taken from a m arsh hawk a very 
large chicken which wou ld weigh more 
than tw ice w hat the hawk wou ld. The 
m arsh haw k is one of 
ou r weakest 
hawks, bu t he had carried this chicken 
over a qu arter of a mile. 
My belief is 
tha t if a haw k or honied owl can carry 
more than tw ice its w eight 
(and 1 
know positively tha t they can) an eagle 
cou ld, if oc<*aslon requ ired, do as mu ch 
in proportion to 
his 
weight, which 
wou ld lie to carry eighteen or tw enty 
pou nds. 
Once, when an eagle, shot throu gh 
the body w ith a rifle ball, lay on Its 
back, I u pended n long road skid and 
dropped it on him. 
Before it reached 
him he stretched u p and cau ght it in 
his claw s and held It u p the length of 
his legs aliove him. 
I walked u p to the 
skid and stood above him and he easily 
held me and the skid, which I shou ld 
Ju dge wou ld weigh more than tw enty 
pou nds. 
I took pains to be weighed the 
sam e day, and weighed 
119 pou nds. 
P u t a stick In the claw of a wou nded 
eagle and let him grasp a small tree 
w ith the other, and a m an m u st he 
stronger than I ever was to take the 
stick aw ay from him.

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 7.—The dismem 
bcred body of Rev. John J. Carmichael, 
a Methodist minister, was fou nd partly 
consu med by fire in the twro heating 
stoves of one of his three chu rches 
near Colu mbu s, in the sou thwestern 
part of St. Clair cou nty. 
There are 
no clu es of the mu rderer and his mo­ 
tive. 
There is a ru mor that a strange man 
had left a train at Hick ey late Tu esday 
afternoon and had been directed to the 
Colu mbu s chu rch, and there are other 
ru mors indicating that two men were 
implicated in the crime. The fact that 
several coins were fou nd in the cloth 
ing of the dead man and in the ashes 
in the stoves preclu ded the theory oi 
robbery, and at the time of his death 
it was not k nown that the mu rdered 
minister had an enemy in the world. 
Rev. Carmichael had been in Michi­ 
gan abou t ten years and for two years 
had been pastor of the three chu rches 
at Colu mbu s, Adair and China. 
With 
his wife and three children he resided 
at 
Adair. 
Leaving 
home 
Tu esday 
morning he told Mrs. Carmichael that 
he was going to Colu mbu s to arrange 
for a series of revival meetings there 
Myron Brown, who lives near the 
scene of the tragedy, was the first tc 
discover the crime. 
While he was 
w aitin g at the cross-roads to k eep an 
appointment the cold wind drove him 
to seek shelter in the chu rch. He was 
su rprised to find the chu rch doors u n 
lock ed, and u pon opening them was 
terrified to see the chu rch floor, the 
pews and even the commu nion table 
dau bed with blood and fragments oi 
bloody clothing scattered all arou nd 
Evidently the clergyman, who was fif­ 
ty-six years old and of athletic bu ild 
had made a terrific stru ggle for his 
life. Brown notified the sheriff’s office 
at Port Hu ron. 
The au thorities on their arrival at 
the chu rch fou nd parts of the dismem 
bered body in the two stoves, located 
respectively at the front and rear, and 
discovered in the one stove the head 
of what was apparently a new hatchet 
the handle of which had been bu rned 
off. 
A dirk was also fou nd in the 
chu rch, and it is believed that the dirk 
served for the mu rder while the hatch­ 
et was u sed to cu t the body to pieces. 
The minister’s horse was fou nd later 
tied to a tree in the village of Pine 
River, the dead preacher’s overcoat be­ 
ing discovered in the bu ggy. Pine Riv­ 
er is a small village near Thornton on 
the main line of the Grand Tru nk rail­ 
road and fu lly twenty miles from the 
scene of the mu rder.
